nie First Lndy confessed that she would 
like to be able lo wfive a magic wand and 
changD government rules and regulations to 
make everything right. But, she complained. 
. when people Icarn that she has no such pow- 
er, "they then put their whole trust In my 
. putting the matter betoro the President, who, 
they believe, certainly can wave a magic 
wand." 

We sympathize with Mrs. Tlooscvelt, who 
is not to blame lor the fact that her own nrtlv- 
Itlea have probably brought on .some of her 
present tribulations. No pre.ildent's wife hn.i 
ever Interested herself so actively or no long 
In the llve.s. problems and troubles of her 
fellow citizens. And because ol this a lot of 
those citizens have wllluUy or stupidly mis- 
understood her acute social consciousness, 
and have cast Mrs, Roosevelt tn a fairy god- 
mother role. 

Because of his force of personality, and the 
character and length of his administration, 
Mr. Roosevelt overshadows the office which 
he holds In the eyes of matiy, both here and 
In other lands. This Is a tribute tn his char- 
acter and ability. But there Is also an element 
of danger for the President and for the coun- 
try In such a conception. 

Even OH a great war against totalitarianism 
rages throughout the world, the worldwide 
tendency of the past [juarler century toward 
government which relies upon one man Is 
growing rather than diminishing. Here In 
this country all classes— business as well as 
labor, local as well as state govemmenl — have 
. tended to loolc to Washington In hope or resig- 
nation, and to wait upon Washington for the 
first move toward decisions and solutions. 

How much Washington Is responsible for 
the wand-wavlng philosophy Is a sort of 
chlcken-or-egB question. And the answer Is 
less important than the fact that reliance 
In wand-wavlng exists, and that It Is a con- 
tradiction of the American tradition of gov- 
ernment and national character, Some peoph 
may laugh at such quaint old antiques as In- 
dividuality, Inuiauve ana self-reliance, but 
the present world offers evidence of the peril 
awaiting the nation that loses them. 

So It Is well for Mrs. Roosevelt to bring up 
the subject of wand-wavlng. The President's 
Job Is too big; taxing and Important to leave 
hira time to be the Great White Father- 
especially while the magic wand Is still In the 
hands of 130-odd million Americans.
